[Text] Tunis--At the opening session of the Franco-Tunisian Joint Grand Com- 
mission meeting in Tunis on 3} September Jean Francois-Poncet delighted his 
interlocutors by confirming that Fr: ace will continue to defend Tunista's 
interests in community bodies with even greater care now that the question 

of expanding the EEC to include Spain and Portugual has been raised. 


The foreign minister was more cautious, however, in his reply to the wish 

for "joint investment" expreseed by his Tunisian colleague Hassan Belkhodja. 
He merely said: "These proposals are being carefully examined by the French 
administration in conjunction with French business circles. Il can assure you 
that this detailed examination ts beine carried out in the most constructive 
spirit." 


Mr Francois-Poncet, whose visit ends this (Thursday evening, was also due to 
meet President Bourguiba, Prime Minister Mzali and Arab League Secretary 
General Chadli Klibi, who has visited several European capitals to explain 
the meaning of the call for holy war recently launched by Prince Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia, which will be first on the agenda for discussion at the Arab 
summit scheduled to take place in Amman in November. 


"This appeal is both a resolution and a method of struggle," Mr Klibi told 

us before meeting the frency minister. ‘The resolution expresses, above all, 
the determination of all Arab states to face the Israeli challenge, not to 
bow before Zionism'’s blows and to struggle tirelessly. The method of strug- 
gle consists of gathering ail the means at our disposal: political, diploma- 
tic, economic, and, of course, is a very last resort, military, which must 
neither be feared nor (apparent line drop| means heve been used judiciously 
and in a convergent way by all Arab countries at the same time." 


The league secretary general considers that the Arab states now have "many 
trump cards" and that their main strength lies in the fact that they defend 
"a just cause and essentia! values such as peoples’ freedom to determine 
their own future, peace and the abolition of racism.’

The Arab political atrategy which will be defined at the summit will, ac- 
cording to Mr Klibi, comprise two main aspects: "An internal aspect aimed 
at giving Arab solidarity very broad economic basea--thia is the aim of the 
Arab development plane from now until the year 2000--and an external aspect 
which will implement all the Arab countries’ means of struggle in order to 
obtain the international community's support, including support from these 
countries which at present continue to help lLarael--some because they do not 
understand the real major problema and others because of an erroneous analy~- 
sis of the overall political situation which prevails in the region."

DFLP SECRETARY GENERAL HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 5-6 Sep 80 p 5 


[Report on press conference of Nayef Hawatmeh, secretary general of the 
Democratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine, in Algiers; date not 
given] 


[Text] (APS) in a press conference held late in the afternoon at the Hotel 
Aurassi in Algiers, Nayef Hawatmeh, secretary general of the Democratic 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine, rejected "the recent moves" of West 
Europe relating to a search for a solution to the conflict in the Middle 
East, moves he labeled as "maneuvers aimed at gaining time and enabling the 
current American administration to devote itself solely to the cowing presi- 
dential elections," 


The Palestinian leader, who was accompanied by representatives of national 
liberation movements accredited in Algiers, used his press conference to de- 
nounce the maneuvers of certain West European countries which, ‘ollowing 
behind American diplomacy, are trying to save the coatent of the tripartite 
Camp David Accords, "particularly their second current phase, which consists 
of instituting that which is called internal autonomy." 


According to Hawatmeh, the Europeans' move is expressed in an attempt to 
"update" Resolution 242 of the Security Council. Those Furopean countries 
are drafting a proposed resolution that would be submitted to the UN ses- 
sion in the fall and which, like Resolution 242, would deny the Palestinian 
people's national rights to a homeland and would deny the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization its status as the legitimate representative of the fighting 
Palestinian people. 


"The imperialist-Zionist plot against the progressive forces of the Arab 
world, with the Palestinian resistance in the vanguard, therefore turns 
out to be in two parts,” declared the secretary gen*ral of the DFLP, “one 
political and the other military. The political part is carried by the 
move of the European countries belonging to the EEC, in "coordination with 
American diplomacy, in order to bring the Camp David Accords out of their 


current impasse and prepare a neocolonial, capitulationist way in which 




















certain reactionary Arab regimes would be partners. The so-called ‘'mili- 
tary’ part ie left to Israel, which every day commits acts of aggression 
warked by incredible savagery againet Southern Lebanon in order to destroy 
the camps and bases of the Palestinian resiatance." 


Hawatmeh hinted that this aggression would be expanded in the days to come 
in order, it is hoped, to physically annihilate the Palestinian resistance 
and prevent it from thwarting the new political plot hatched by the Euro- 
peans. 


After stating that the Palestinian resistance was still strong thanks to the 
active solidarity of the countries belonging to the Front and the firmness 
of progressive and nationalist forces throughout the world, Hawatmeh asked 
West European countries to "take their own position" on the American policy 
concerning the problem and to vote "positively" in favor of the inalienable 
rights of the Palestinian people to self-determination and to a homeland 

by the next session of the United Nations.

COOPERATION IN SECURITY MATTERS TO BE ESTABLISHED

(Text) Minister of Interior Driss Guiga returned to Tunis yesterday after- 
noon after participating at the head of a Tunisian delegation in the work 
of the Conference of Arab Ministers of Interior, held recent!y in Talef, 
Saudi Arabia. 


Driss Guiga said in a statement that the conference's work ree ted in “he 
setting up of a Council of Arab Ministers of Interior under .. ygue of 
Arab States. 


Driss Guiga added that the meeting also made it possible to . uw up a work- 
ing document in which the Arab ministers of interior put on record recommen- 
dations calling for the establishment of inter-Arab cooperation and comple- 
mentarity in security matters (training, the exchange of experiences, tech- 
nical cooperation, material aid to the security apparatus of the Arab states, 
and so on). 


The minister of interior also noted that apart from the work of the confer- 
ence, he had spoken with a number of his colleagues concerning bilateral re- 
lations and security matters affecting the Arab world and the Palestinian 
cause in particular. 


He said, “During those talks, I noted the consideration and respect shown by 
the Arab brothers for the Supreme Fighter because of the stands '« has taken 
on Arab causes, including in particular the Palestinian cause.” 


Concerning his private visit to the FRG, Driss Guiga emphasized that he had 
ta) ked with several West German officials about bilateral cooperation in all 
ar as and about current problems. 


Driss Guiga was welcomed on his arrival here by seve al high officials of 
the Ministry of Interior and by Hans Kahle, West German ambassador to Tunis.

ARAB BRAIN DRAIN TO U.S. DISCUSSED 
Amman AL~DUSTUR in Arabic 10 Ju\ 80 p 17 


|Article: “Arab Brain Drain to the U.8.; Six Thousand Specialists and 
Engineers Have Migrated and the Numbers Are Increasing; Congress Encourages 
Asian and African lamigration After Previous Reversal”) 


(Text) Now and then 4 voice riees in the Arab world to say: “Stop the 
brain drain.” However, thie problem, which greatly affects our future, 
still remaine (ganageabie’). The reasons are many~-some financial, others 
ethical, political, and cultural. The United States ie the main importer 
of Arab brainpower, and the following investigation of thie development 
by “Orient Presse” is based on Arab and American statistics and sources. 


The “Grey Hemorrhage” is the term used by experts to describe thie emigration, 
but Claude Chaissons, Furopean Common Market development representative, 
considere it a “double edged weapon in the underdevelopment game." John 
Zeigler describes it as “chic impertalies.” 


The Arabe, who possess one of history's great fortunes (and favorable 
geography) are leading contenders for victimization. Zeigler saye that 

if he lives until the year 2000 he expects to write a book entitled "DEATH 
OF A PoRTUWE.” If the Arabs continue as they are, Zeigler says, they will 
find themselves some day “crying Like children over a lost fortune which 
they failed to guard ae men should.” 


Statistics published by the French magazine INTERNATIONAL REPORT (issued 

by Orient Press) maintain that between 1966 and 1977 six thousand Arab 
engineers and specialists in different disciplines emigrated to the United 
States. This number represents 5 percent of the total specialists coming 
to the United States during that period from all over the world. Two-thirds 
were engineers, one-fourth s-ientists, and the remainder social scientists. 


Egyptian Brainpover 


Two-thirds of the Arab brain drain ie Egyptian. Iraq and Lebanon are also 
at the top of the list, each contributing 10 percent to the total Arab 














brain drain, Syria and Jordan follow with each contributing 5 percent te 
the total drain, Palestinians compose 4,5 percent 


The average annual rate of the drain is 440 persons, This rate grew fr. 
162 in 1966 to 1,215 in 1970, fell to 271 in 1974, and rose | Moin |

U.S. Public Law No 414, passed in 1965, gives each part of the world an 
lomigration quota and has contributed to an increase in Lhe Arab bratn 
drain, This legislation gives preference to Asian and African lamigrante 
over northern hemiephere ones, 


The decrease in immigration between 1971 and 1974 te due to American 
decisions, and not to Arab attempts to retain Arab brainpower, Washington 
offictals noticed that tomigration during the 1969-71 recession led co 
increased unemployment among American spectaiiete, Congress responded 

by amending Law No 414 tn 197] and required that tamigranie posses 
certain skille, However, expansion of the American econowy between 1974 
and 1977 led once again to an tnereased Arab brain draty 


The Egyptian population increase hae made that country the leading 
exporter of Arab brainpower. After ly/4, the civil war put Lebanon tn 
second place. Lebanon remained in first place on 4 per capita bavie- 210 
persons per @illion choosing to emigrate. The rate in each of the north 
African countries does not exceed 15 persone per mil) lon 


Saudi Arabia: One in a Million Emigrates 


War is not the aly factor determining emigration; standerde of development 
and culture also play prominent parte. The great deve opment of wealth 

in the petroleum producing countries sakes them the |oweet contributors 

to the brain drain. Saudi Arabia exports only one person per million 
population. 


Many of those receiving American student visas do not take advantage of 
igmigration opportunities; engineers and specialiate, however, receive 
special consideration by immigration authorities. Between 1966 and 1977, 
100,000 foreign students registered for study in American universities, 
and 40 to 50 percent of these students studied engineering and science 
Most of these changed their student visas to permanent one: 


Arab studies of this problem are quite limited in comparison to its great 
importance. The Western Asian Economic Congress orpanired probably the 
most important meeting on the brain drain in Beirut, on « to ® February 


1980, under the title of “Arab Skilled Emigration.” 


Dr Rida Bukra’, professor at the Center for Social and Economic Studies 
of the University of Tunis, linked the Arab brain drain to cultural 
imperialism. He noted that the latter is characterired by « concentration 














of scientific and technical knowledge in those areas of the world possessing 
sophisticated technological structures, Patterns of organization, production, 
and consumption are forced upon the remainder of the world, Therefore, 
similarities with the West encompassing 411 aapects of daily life emerge. 


The dominant culture becomes a yardstick for other “marginal cultures,” 
Culcural imperialiem dominates technology and knowledge and controls the 
apread of these systems with ite power over educational system. It 
thus creates polarisation in the world characterized by a dominant 
centralization, which in turn leads to an explosion of popular cultures 
and the creation of cultural-economic entities reflecting cultural 
estrangement. 


Dr Bukara’ emphasized the role of cultural estrangement in creating 
confusion and increasing emigration. Dr Fatma Zahra Afriha (Algerian) 
atudied the causes of the Algerian brain drain. She brought forth 
hypotheses which aay be applied to other Arab countries though there may 
be some limited differences. 


Dr Afriha classified the various reasons behind the brain drain under two 
headings--push and pull. 


Women't Role 
Pull factors: 


Advanced countries attract Arab skills. A polorization controls relations 
between advanced and developing countries and may be interpreted through 
ite cultural dimensions. It is a pull of skills from south to north in 
the general direction of the former colonial powers. (The United States 
currently represents all former colonial powers.) 


The spread of education in the dominant culture's language forms a first 
atage for “destruction of the local culture.” After education in this 
language is deeply rooted in a country, 4 second stage arises leading 
to the isolation of intellectuals who are bearers of a culture mre 
advanced than the one to wh‘ch they belong. These intellectuals' 
separation from their native cultures depends on the extent of their 
grounding in their culture and its backwardness, such backwardness being 
defined according to the social traits attached to a culture. Instead 
of these intellectuals becoming catalysts for change and advancement, 
they become prisoners of a foreign language and culture--they become 
foreign in every sense of the word. This situation springs from a lack 
of thought and from historical rigidities, which in turn have devolved 
from a lack of imginiation and innovation. The attraction of Arab 
intellectuals to western women falls within these cultural dimensions. 
These women pull Arab youth towards attempts at becoming submerged in 
foreign social milieus. 











One basic pull element ta economic, which particularly tnfluencea those 


posseseing practical akille, Those most influenced tn thia fash! 
possess superior preparation and ekille enabling them to operate Che 
mechaniema of production, education, and training tn thete narty ntries 


There are many reasons for this pull, ineluding: 


|, the high level of nominal and real income in the advanced  ountrtes, 
and the availability of various consumer goode to which etuden ecume 
accustomed during their atay abroad, 


2. the avatiabii ity of better employment opportunities, particuiarly ta 
well managed large corporations possesaing a clear picture of hlehly 
skilled employee needs,

Push elements form the other facet of the problem and may be snaiyveed within 
any Arab country on three different levele: third world etatue, Arab world 


status, and national pecul larities, 


There are a number of social and political elements, which do not yield 
readily to analysis, but which seem consiatently to ite behind the chtrd 
world's brain drain. Marriage traditions, the respective status of the 


two partners, and relationships between the sexes in Arab culture constitute 
push elements. An Arab nation characterized (for exampic) by deve) opment 


eftforte emphasizing industrialization needs to train latge oumbers of 
people abroad within a framework of international techrolon! «| hievements. 
Of course a number of these skilled persons decide io settie in the western 


countries where they have been trained, particulariy in the U.S. where the 
elements of pull are moat effective. 


We cannot overlook the political element. Military setbacks ‘increseing 
israeli strength is accompanied by consistant failure in the Arab wmity 
mvement) and continuous retreat in de@ecratic practice awe gan 


scientists and engineers, who of course belong to the tntellectua!l class, 
to settle in countries with a ginimum level of “freedom.” One way or 
another, thie represents self-inflicted loss on the part of the /

(Excerpts) The Soviet military plan to invade Afghanistan has tatled, The 
Soviet plan was aimed at capturing Afghanistan within a month or two with 

a4 lightning strike similar to what Hitler used to do. for this reason they 
concentrated in Afghanistan 90,000 troops with arme and equipment the Like 
of which they did not possess in Wor.4 War II. The Soviete calculated that 
alter this Lightning strike they would proceed to implement their plan in 
iran and spread their influence and domination to the Middle Last through 
the Gulf, the Arabian Sea, Iraq and Syria and thus get into a position to 
being direct pressure to bear on the oil resources. 


When the Soviets began invading Afghanistan their agents began to move. 

But the hopes which the Soviets pinned on their plans ond calculations were 
frustrated because they found in Afghanistan a strong, ‘uslim aod tenactous 
fighting people as well as a rugged terrain of mounteins and valleys. 


The Soviets have been unable to defeat the strong resistance of the Afghan 
people, have been compelled to exchange their forces several times for better 
combat trained forces and have resorted to their well-known propaganda about 
Islam and the freedom of exercising Islamic religious rites. 


But the Soviets have been unable to achieve their objectives and plans in 
Afghanistan and have therefore realized that if this situation remains for 
too long they will face defeat and their objectives and ambitions in 
Afghanistan will fail. 


The Soviets have therefore begun moving through their agente in the Middle 
East and have used these agents as tools and means to create difliculties 
in the area. The merger unity between al-Asad and -|-Qadhdhafi is only one 
of their moves whose aim is to create disturbances .. the Middle East. It 
is not a matter of unity through merger or non-merge: but of an al-Asad/al- 
Qadhdhafi axis to activate the agent basis against the other countries and 
to threaten the oil areas and resources. It was strange that the statement

they iesued about unity should claim that it is unity for all Arabs and for 

the sake of all Arabs and yet say at the same time that the task of this 

unity is to work againat the reationary, imperialie’ and colonialist countries, 
The reactionary countries, ae al-Qadhdhafi and al-Asad call them, are none 
other than the Arab ofl countries, 


Recently the 'ALAWITE BA'TH newspaper attacked Saudi Arabia because it 
finances resistance against al-Asad and described it as a reactionary state, 


The alleged unity between Syria and Libya or between al-Asad and al-Qadhdhafi 


is only the beginning of Soviet moves in the Middle East and in the Arab 
area by which the Soviets want to cover up their position in Afghanistan.

TUNIS IAN-ALGERIAN RELATIONS REFLECT COMMON GOALS

(Text) Prime Minister Mohamed Mzali's upcoming officia! vieit to Algeria 
will breathe new life into the fraternal relations that have © udded the 
common history of the two brother countries. If we look beck at the devel- 
opment of Algerian-Tunisian relations, it seems obvious that they are based 
on a shared past and development. During their struggle to liberate their 
respective countries, Algerian and Tvnisian officials gave proof of that de- 
sire for rapprochement, solidarity, and fraternity: Sakiet hase remained the 


example and symbol of this. 


Today, a8 sovereign and independent states, Algeria and Tunisia--whose com- 
mon history and struggle foreshadowed the shape of the Greater Maghreb-- 
have given concrete expression to that desire for cooperation based on 
qood=-neighbor relations, mutual respect and, above all, constantly expanding 
relations in all areas, whether political, economic, cultural, of social. 


And that desire has been given concrete expression at ail levels and in all 
proceedings between the two countries. During his visit to Tunisia early 
last April, the Algerian chief of state, President Chadli Benjedid, empha- 
sized once again the fraternal relations that link Algeria and Tunisia. In 
4& telegram addressed to President Bourguiba following that visit, TPontsia's 
illustrious quest noted “the good relations which unite our two countries 
and which we are striving to develop and expand to serve the interests of 
our two brother peoples.” And he expressed satisfaction “at the similarity 
of our views as regards all international probleme as we! as the need to 
coordinate our action and to work together to achieve the noble objectives 
of our two peoples and serve the causes of our Arab nation.” 


The periodic visits that are requiarly made by Tunisian or Algerian officials 
to the other count’y demonstrate a constant concern wid 6 continuing determi- 
nation to revitalize bilateral relations and give co.istantiy renewed impetus. 
Not a month passes without one country or the other recording 4 visit by a 
delegation from the brother country. Those consultat ons are os frank as 
they are continuous. They take place from the standpoint of building the 
Greater Maghreb, since they are concerned not only with the development of 
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bilateral cooperation in all areas and its expansion but also with consulta- 
tions on international problems, notably those of the Arab world. Through- 
out those consultations, there has been apparent not only a sincere desire 
to continue and intensify them but especially a similarity of views and an 
identical approach to the problems and questions discussed. That is an un- 
deniable sign of the continuity and etrengthening of the close ties which a 
common history has forged through the years and which a common development 
will continue to affirm even further,

COMMITTEE FOR SOLIDARITY WLTH PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TERMINATES ACTIVITLES 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHTD in French 28 Aug 80 p 5 


[Text] (APS)<-The etrengthening of the resistance of the Palestinian pea- 
fants and people in the occupled territories and the materializatton of the 
solidarity of peasants all over the world with the Palestinian people are 
among the main themes contained in the resolutions and recommendations of 
the follow-up committee which emerged from the Standing Committee for Soli- 
darity with the Palestinian Peasants and People. 


Made public in Algiers on Tuesday following a meeting that began on 24 Au- 
gust, attended by federations of peasants belonging to the Standing Commit- 
tee for Solidarity with the Palestinian People, these resolutions note in 
their preamble that the work done in Algiers first of all reviewed the 
decisions and recommendations of the Second Internat‘onal Congress for Soli- 
darity with the Palestinian Peasants and People held ‘n Baghdad from 30 March 
to 2 April 1980, 


The documents approved by the delegates recommend publication of a quarterly 
bulletin drafted by the General Union of Peasants and put out in several 
languages. its distribution should cover all parties, federations and 
agricultural cooperatives throughout the world. 


The committee also recommends proclamation of Earth Day (30 March) as a 

day of Arab solidarity with the Palestinian fellahs and people. It further 
recommends validation of the representation of this institution and that of 
Arab peasant organizations in the countries of East Europe, Greece, India, 
Nigeria, France, Mexico and Cuba. It asks for a guarantee of necessary 
contact in view of the participation of all committee members in the Warsaw 
meeting to be heid on 30 March 1981, which will prepare for the Third Inter- 
national Congress of Solidarity with the Palestinian Peasants and People 
scheduled for 30 March 1982. 


In the documents, delegates emphasize the reinforcement and materialization 
of solidarity throughout the world with the Palestinian people, particularly 
among farmers in Western countries.

UAE GRANTS YAR $10 MILLION--An agreement was signed this morning by the 
Abu Dhabi fund for Arab economic development granting the YAR $10 million 
to finance the second stage of the Southern Heights project in the YAR, 
The agreement was signed by Surur ibn Muhammad, the chief of the presi- 
dent's office and the chairman of the fund's board of directors, and by 
Muhammad Husayn Jamman, under secretary of the YAR Ministry of Agriculture. 
The ceremony was witnessed by Nasir Nuways, the fund's managing director. 
Muhammad Husayn told the Emirates news agency that the UAE plays an 
important role in the YAR's agricultural development projects. The Abu 
Dhabi fund had previously granted the YAR $10 million to finance the first 
stage of the project. He expressed the gratitude of the YAR Government 
and people to UAE president Shaykh Zayid ibn Sultan al-Nuhayyan for his 
attention and assistance in developing the YAR's agricultural projects 
within the framework of the fraternal relations linking the two brotherly 
nations.

MEETING WITH BAHRAINI MINISTER--Yesterday, Chedi Klibi, secretary general 
of the League of Arab States, met with Dr Hussein Mohamed B'harna, Bahraini 
minister of legal affairs, who was accompanied by Bahrain's permanent repre- 
sentative to the League. In a statement, the Bahraini minister indicated 
that he and Klibi had exchanged views on current Arab problems and the activ- 
ities of the League of Arab States. The meeting also concerned the idea 

of summoning an Arab conference on Palestine, attended by Arab thinkers who 
would debate the question outside the framework of government and in a 
scientific manner in order to find elements that might serve av a basis for 
solving the Palestinian problem.

Our information sources confirm that they 
brought new forces into Afghanistan. 


[Question] According to American intelligence reports, the Russians have 
around 85,000 soldiers in Afghanistan. 


But we aleo have to take into considera- 
tion that more than 40,000 other Soviet soldiers are using Soviet bases 
within the Soviet Union to shell the rebel bases in the northern areas 
adjacent to the USSR borders. 


[Question] What is the true current military situation in Afghanistan? 


[Anewer] It is enough to assure you that the Afghan Mujahidin were able 
to administer several blows to Soviet forces even within Soviet territory. 
It is anticipated that, in the next stage, we will move the war into the 
major cities which they control. I can confirm that the Mujahidin have 
inflicted heavy losses on the Soviet forces.

He is one of the 
most prominent Afghan tribal leaders. He is aleo a graduate of al-Azhar. 
He used to teach at the Islamic Law School at the University of Kabul. 
He was arrested during the late president Dawud's regime on the charge of 
plotting to assassinate Khrushchev during his visit to Afghanistan. He 
was sentenced to 5 years in jail. After hie release, he went to Saudi 
Arabia where he was chosen by King Payeal to become the chairman of the 
Islamic Center in Copenhagen, Denmark. When the Soviets attacked his 
country, he resigned to lead his movement against Soviet imperialien. 


Very few people also know that one of the Mujahidin is a blood relat ive 
of the late Iraqi leader Rashid ‘Ali al-Gailani.

Choice of Plan Projecta 
Algiers EL MOUDJANLD in French 2 Sep 60 p 4 


[Excerpts] Oran--An interministerial delegation will meet in Mascara on 
8, 9 and 10 September to study proposals for the 5-year plan. The three 
daye of work will enable the delegation to meet with local officials and 
elected representatives of the APW [Governorate Popular Assembly) and 
draw up the final list of projects to submit for government approval. 


The governorate of Mascara does not have sufficient technical and financial 
means, a handicap to economic development, particularly agriculture, which 
requires urgent rehabilitation in order to make Mascara a real national 
“breadbox." Agricultural recovery is especially urgent in the Halra Plain, 
where the situation is truly alarming. 


For over 10 years, a swamp has been forming on the plain (addition of Sig 
and Mohammadia), extending over thousands of hectares and threatening the 
entire agricultural area, The other two plains also have problems. The 
rich Ghrise Plain is experiencing a decrease in the phreatic layer because 
of intensive garden crop growing (three crops a year), which also depletes 
the soil. In the other part of the region at Beni Chograne as we i, erosion 
is taking its toll and year after year, the amount of arable land decreases. 


The water situation also needs particular attention because the situation 
is very precarious. Because of the rapid deterioration of facilities, 
irrigation capacities are declining. There is also the problem of silting 
which hae existed for several years. The Chorfa (Sig) Dam is outdated. 


All the communes have major problems: housing crisis, inadequate means of 
communication, a lack of drinking water, and so on. The communes believe 
that property reserves and individual construction will be the only answer 
to this problen. 


In rural communes, unemployment is acute. Only the establishment of small 
industries will be of general help. 


Tlemcen: Development of Agriculture 


Tlemcen (APS)--The 1980-1984 Plan has been under study for several days in 
order to draft a program of projects for Tlemcen. 


In this governorate, where agriculture is the basis of the economy, the 
program of proposals emanating from local collectives and department heads 
include many actions whose completion seems to determine the future of this 
vital sector. 


A series of actions has therefore been proposed relating to the development 
of land. Development will mainly be aimed at stepping up grain production 
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with the main effort directed toward improving yields, According to agri- 
culture departments, winter grains would go from 7,2 to 12 quintala |sen- 
tence incomplete] 


The same departments emphasize that at the conc luaton of this effort. grate 
production will reach 1,83 million quintals, or a 600,000-quinial foc. eae 
compared with the 1979-1980 season. 


In the course of the 1980-1984 period, emphasia will also be placed on the 
development of other grains such as corn and sorghum, Production eatimates 
between now and the end of the plan are 7,500 quintals, 


More land will be set aside for dry vegetables. Some 6,800 hectares will 
permit the production of chickpeas and beans to triple, 


The governorate estimates that current arboriculture production easily meetea 
the region's needs, but emphasis will be placed on the development of crops 
best adapted to the region, mainly almonde and olive trees, 


Regarding olive trees, some 1,200 more hectares will be planced and by the 
end of the plan, production should total 43,000 quintale, compared with 
24,000 at present. 


Concerning citrus fruits, 450 hectares will be reconverted in order to reach 
a production of 191,000 quintals, compared with 139,000 in 1979, 


As a result of these actions, the governorate will have 16,400 hectares in 
trees instead of the 13,000 at present. Plants will be sippitied locally 
by nurseries in the governorate. 


Industrial crops now cover some 758 hectares. This area will be extended to 
1,300 hectares during the plan. 


Concerning vineyards, there are plans to rehabilitate 1,500 hectares in order 
to improve yields of wine grapes and to develop table grapes on a area of 

580 hectares. Some 100 hectares will be reserved for raisins. Over the 

next 5 years, there will be an increase in table grape production amounting 
to 50,000 quintals. 


Also within the framework of agriculture, there is great interest in expand- 
ing two crops: potatoes and tomatoes, 


lt is estimated that 2,400 more hectares will be planted in potatoes, reach- 
ing a production of 360,000 quintale by 1984. Tomato production estimates 
for the end of the plan total 132,000 quintals. 


Proposals for forage crops have been studied, governorate offictalse say, 
based on new needs created by the development of cattle and sheep raising. 














The majority of these needs will be covered by an increase in rotation 
cropping. It has been proposed to develop vetch oats and introduce new 
forage crops such as bersim and sorghum-corn, 


Milk production, which exceeded 19 million liters in 1979, will reach 
26 million liters in 1985, according to estimates, 


In order to achieve that goal, it is proposed to import 1,050 high-yield 
heifere, 


Regarding sheep production, emphasis has been placed on the purchase of 
13,300 head in order to create conditions favorable to an increase in Lamb 
meat amounting to 130 tons by the end of 1984, 


With other proposals concerning the establishment of semi-industrial hatch- 
eries, the program should eneure 100<percent coverage of the governorate's 
meat and egg needs. 


Other actions have also been proposed by the governorate for the development 
of agriculture and rabbit raising in the region. 


Forestry projects submitted to the interministerial commission grant priority 
to soil conservation in the Ghazaouet, Sidi Abdelli and Ain Youcef basins. 


It has been proposed to allocate 140,000 hectares for agricultural waterworks, 
soil reclamation techniques, torrential correction, and finally, adapted 
agricultural techniques. 


The reforestation of 4,000 hectares has been proposed, along with new soil 
reclamation projects and major rehabilitation projects covering 9,000 hec- 
tares. Maintenance and planting supervision over an area of 8,000 hectares 
will help fight parasites and disaster prevention is planned for 38,000 
hectares. 


New Projects for Tlemcen

AGRICULTURAL OFFICIALS RELEASE HARVEST FIGURES 
Grain Harvest in Setif 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 3 Sep 80 p 1 


[Text] Setif (APS)--Agricultural officials in the governorate of Setif have 
announced that 1,534,145 quintals is the total figure for the winter grain 
harvest begun throughout the governorate on 20 June. 


The initial objective of 1.8 million quintals was not attained. Agriculture 
departments believe that this year the harvest was only average because of 
the 2=month drought (January and February) which affected the plowing and 
planting operations. 


The area planted in grain this year (all varieties: hard and soft wheat, 
barley and oats) was about 270,842 hectares, or 78,093 for the soctalist 
sector, 20,001 hectares for the Agrarian Revolution sector and 172,748 for 
the private sector. Some 5,000 hectares of this total! were damaged by hail 
or fire, 


The harvest by sector of activity is as follows: 451,118 quintals for the 
socialist sector in hard and soft wheat, barley and oats; 93,183 quintals 

for the Agrarian Revolution sector in all varieties; and 989,844 quintals 

harvested by the private sector, which totals 1,534,145 quintals. 





By variety and for the three sectors combined, the hard wheat harvest is 
estimated at 750,721 quintals, soft wheat 250,495 quintals, barley 492,791 
quintals and finally, oats 40,138 quintals. 


Regarding equipment, the governorate received 165 threshers and other 

machines this year. It should also be noted that ONAMA [National Agricul- 
tural Equipment Office] organized mobile crews that traveled throughout the 
governorate repairing agricultural machinery as lon, as the harvest lasted. 


The governorate's storage capacity is generally adequate. The two coopera- 


tives in Setif and Bordj-Bou-Arrerid| can by themselves store nearly 
1 million quintals, without counting the CAPCS [Communal Multi-Service 
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Agriculture Cooperative] storage unite and other agricultural production 
facilities set up throughout the governorate, 


While on the whole, this harvest which came to a close last week enjoyed 
good conditions throughout the governorate, agriculture departments never- 
theless complain about the lack of workers, which is felt more heavily every 
year at the time of the grain harvest. 


Production Nearly Doubles

[Text] Oran--The 430,946 hectares planted in grain in the governorate of 
Tiaret were completely harvested during the threshing season, yielding 
2.7 million quintals. 


Although it was judged an average harvest, an increase of a million quin- 
tals was recorded compared with last year. 


As they customarily do, the CCLS [expansion unknown] are temporarily using 
the premises of the production units to store the grain. In addition to 
these new facilities, it was necessary to use open-air storage areas for 
450,000 quintals. 


The hard work required needs no further commentary, but the harvest this 
year coincided with Ramadan. Depending directly on machinery, the harvest 
calls on the governorates of Oran and Mostaganem, which loaned Tiaret 20 
threshing machines in order to keep up the pace and complete the work. 


Actually, out of 882 threshing machines which the governorate has, only 552 

were operable because repairs demand a large number of spare parts. Whether 
it be a question of plowing, cultivation or the harvest, it is always spare 

parts that are needed. 


One must consider that every season, the number of breakdowns never seems 
to diminish. Consequently, the shortage of agricultural machinery is 

due, on the one hand, to the lack of spare parts and second, to the inade- 
quate maintenance characterizing several production units. 


The other phenomenon that emerged during the harvest was the lack of season- 
al labor. The CAPRA [Agricultural Production Cooperative of the Agrarian 
Revolution] assigned to each self-managed unit had to lend workers in the 
socialist sector a hand. 


It was thanks to this touiza that the harvest had no serious disturbances. 
Agriculture in the governorate of Tiaret would be seriously compromised if 


such a situation were to persist. Solutions will have to be provided within 
the framework of the restructuration of self-managed domains now planned.

Given the size of the governorate and the diversity of the climate, work wae 
planned by technical departments taking early sones into account, 


in an effort to Limit the risk of fire, safety measures were taken, to wit, 
the establishment of 4 station on the farme and a fire brigade with every 
machinery pool, 


These crews were equipped with 4a tank, 4 tractor sprayer and a plow. 


Priority was given to fields exposed to fires (roads and urban centers in 
particular). 


Regarding the reception of the harvest and in order to encourage the pri- 
vate sector to deliver ite production, the Algerian Interoccupationa! 
Grains Office was asked to increase the number of collection points and 
to set up stations. 


With an objective of 214,000 hectares, the governorate of Guelma and those of 
Batna, Oum Bl Bouaghi and Setif are mainly grein growers. However, unlike 
the latter, Guelma hae 4 better climate. 


Thies yeai, the water shortage was mainly felt in December and January, which 
explains why the harvest objectives were generally exceeded.

The major general estimates that in any event, the Soviet 
Union will etand to gain from thie war. 


The Washington moves are interpreted in thie region ae 4 U.5, weakness, 
Saudi Arabia is seized with fear and the question of the United States 
credibility will again be raised, if 12 Iraqi divisions are stationed on 
the Saudi border, Egypt will be unable to provide 4 elution or 4 counter~ 
balance for thie threat, thie is the giet of the chie! of intelligence'’s 
assesement in 4 apecial interview with HA'ARETZ. 


In my opinion, he says, Baghdad has not coordinated in advance the war 
with the Soviet Union, It is noteworthy, however, that the Iragie have a 
good infrastructure of ammunitions and epare parts. Regarding the Iranian 
army, it is not clear whether their ammunition will be sufficient for a 
long war. 


"An Iraqi victory,” Major General Sagi save, “will mean Iraqi hegemony in 
the Persian Gulf, a fact that will effect the entire region.

[kxcerpt] Israel has nothing to regret over the fact that two countries 
that are ite enemies are spilling each other's blood and causing damage 
and casualties to each other; but the problem does not end there. Even a 
war between enemies can produce negaiive results from lerael's viewpoint. 
it is true that lerael can today claim more vigorously that the danger to 
the oil flow to the West does not spring from the nonestablishment of a 
Palestinian state and that there are greater dangers, but these claims do 
not even solve our public relations problems. 


if we have any interest in thie war it is that the Iraqi side should be 
beaten and defeated and that the flow of oil to the West should not be 
harmed. With all the horror Khomeyni's regime in Iran evokes, it would be 
better from our viewpoint if the Iranians were to best Iraq. However, this 
is not how matters appear today and we will discuss this Later. 


Iraq is the greatest danger to Israel. It is the main military power on 
the eastern front in spite of its distance from our border. This is the 
most extremist country in terme of aims and plans. it is building a mili- 
tary nuclear option for the future that may jeopardize Israel's existence. 
In spite of its links with France and some other European countries the 
United States has no moderating influence on it. Although Iraq's basic 
targets are in the Persian Gulf, it is clear that it is developing another 
option in the directionof Israel. The Iraqi-Jordanian axis developed over 
the past year is an example of this. There is a real danger in this axis 
and Israel must keep a careful watch to make sure that Lraqi planes landing 
in Jordan because of the current war in the Gulf will not set a precedent 
and become a permanent system. Tomorrow these will be fighter planes and 
the day after that Iraqi emergency reserve units may be established in 
Jordan, with all that implies as far as Israel is corcerned. 


An Iraqi victory in the war with Iran would be a threat in the future to 
other countries in the Persian Gulf. Iraq may renew the old dispute with 
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Kuwait, Such a victory would certainly cause panic in Saudi Arabia, which 
has a long common border with Iraq, but ite reaction could be greater con~ 
sideration for the "rejectioniet countries" and greater caution about a4 

link with Egypt. Warning voices are already heard in Cairo on thie matter, 
A long time ago President as-Sadat predicted the possibility that Iraq would 
take advantage of the vacuum left in the Persian Gulf after the Shah's down- 
fall. leraeli experts aleo saw what was being born. 


lt ia true that Iraq has recently been developing Linke with France, but 
Iraq atill keeps a Russian orientation. To this moment there is a question 
about the amount of coordination between Iraq and Moscow on the issue of 
the war, The evaluation is that the Iraqis surprised even the Russians.

teat) in relative terms, military research and development in Israel is 
similar to that of the United States. In terms of the overall size of the 
eatire system of military, civilian and scientific research, relative to the 
rose National Product, lerael ia one of the leaders in the developed Wes- 
tern world, 


This finding was reported in a survey on the teasue of “research and develop- 
ment evyeteme in emall countriee--reference to Israel” by Dr Menahem Karmi. 
The survey was conducted on behalf of the National Council for Research and 
evelopment attached to the energy and infrastructure ministry. 


[he survey reported that “Israel te an outstanding exception among the small 
developed countries in the field of research.” From the point of view of the 
relative size of the scientific research, Israel is in the same category with 
the superpowers and three emall countries: Switzer and, Sweden and Holland. 


Proportionate to the size of the population, Israel is in first place in the 
publication of research works. According to the survey, in 1976 the number 
publishing scientists per 1 million population was: 1,102 in Israel, 741 
in the United States, 146 in Japan, 582 in England, 516 in Sweden and 450 in 
enmark. The average number of publications (per million) of the small and 
large countries ie about 500, while it is double this figure in lLerael.

in contrast with thie achievement a more negative situation is noted in the 
oumber of patente teeued (in the United States). Wiile emall countries, such 
as Austria with 13) patents, Holland with 67, Sweden with 128 and Switzerland 
with 146 (in 1976) had a relatively large number of patents, Israel that vear 
registered only 24 patents (for $100 million worth of exports.) In other 
words, the industrial research effort in israel does not match the achieve- 
ments in university research. 
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Dy Gershon Meteger, assistant director of National Council for Research and 
Development, noted that until recently industrial research and development 
in lerael had largely lagged behind the decisive majority of the developed 
countries, The university sector occupies the central place in the civilian 
research system in lerael, and lerael leads the developed Western world in 
expenditures for university research, 


The author of the survey, Dr Karmi, noted in conclusion that the tendency 
of decentralization in the government research and development mechaniam 


due to the Katchaleki Committee recommendations has gone too far and the 
opposite tendency is now needed: more centralization in research.

GAZA'S MAYOR CITED ON HYPOTHESIS OF ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM GAZA

[Article by Francis Cornu: "Mayor of Gaza 'Feara' a ‘False Withdrawal’ by 
laraelia from His Territory") 


[Text] Gaza--Could the inhabitants of Gaza territory diacover one day soon 
that after 13 years of occupation, the Israelis have suddenly "partially" 
withdrawn? Mayor of Gaza Rashad al-Shawwa does not hide the fact that he 
“feara” such an eventuality and would like to know whether hie anatety is 
really founded. This attitude ia not as paradoxical as it might seem, Like 
the vast majority of the 400,000 Palestinians in the territory of which he 
is the main political figure, he was wanted the Israeli Army to go for a 
long time but he is afraid that the Jerusalem leaders may be planning a 
"“falee withdrawal" and even a trap. 


A recent meeting with [former Israeli Foreign Minister) Moshe Dayan and 
current rumors within the Israeli military administration in Gaza are behind 
his fears. These fears are so acute that Mr al-Shawwa told us on 14 September 
that he had just sent a measage to [PLO leader] Yasir ‘Arafat to inform him of 
the situation. 


The former Israeli foreign minister visited Mr al-Shawwa on 6 September and 
explained to him the plan he has constantly upheld since he left the govern- 
ment almost 1 year ago: Israel should not await a hypothetical agreement on 
the autonomy plan to alter the situation in the occupied territories by with- 
drawing some of its troops and its administration. Mr Dayan thinks that, 
since negotiations have reached deadlock, the israeli government should make 
a “unilateral” gesture as soon as possible to try and create a "new atmo- 
sphere." 


Mr Dayan asked the Mayor of Gaza: “What attitude would you take if Israel 
were to carry out a partial withdrawal and if you, therefore, had to take 
over control of some of the territory's administration?” Mr al-Shawwa is 
well aware that Mr Dayan's ideas are far from being shared by Mr Begin's 
government. He also knows that Mr Dayan's approach was a private one and 
that Mr Dayan assured him he was only speaking on his own behalf. However 
Mr al-Shawwa also knows how much influence Mr Dayan can have and he is now 
wondering whether the former minister was not after 111 indirectly given the 
job of sounuving him out before a decision was taken. 
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Mr al-Shawwa added that his suspicions were increased when .e learned in the 
past few days that the Gaga military governor's headquarters was making plans 
for considerably reducing laraeli administrative ataff in Gaza territory. 

"le may juat be a coincidence," Mr al-Shawwa said, “but | prefer to consider 
all possibilities because this is a very serious matter," 


The mayor of Gaza anawered Mr Dayan's question in a completely negative way: 
"We must categorically reject this plan whose one aim is to divide the Pales- 
tinians by dissociating Gaza's fate from that of the West Bank.... Gaza is 
already isolated and the aim is to complete that isolation once and for all. 
In addition how can we accept that the Israelis should abandon some of their 
responsibilities overnight after 13 years of occupation. They really have 
not prepared us for taking over--that is the least I can say. Who will 
police the territory, for instance? I fear that trouble might start as soon 
as the troops leave. That is probably another aspect of what the Israeli 
leaders aim to achieve; if disorder broke out they would have a pretext for 
returning and continuing the occupation after showing international opinion 
that we are not capable of governing ourselves." 


Finally Mr al-Shawwa stressed that any Israeli withdrawal would be completely 
hypocritical since it is much easier, he stressed, to control Gaza than the 
West Bank. "Gaza is not only an island," he added, "it is an island of sand, 
there is not one stone to throw. The border is only 4 km from here and the 
army could return as quickly as it had left." 


The plan mentioned by Mr Dayan, which might be adopted by the Begin Govern- 
ment this time, is not really an innovation. For almost 1 year the pre- 
liminary talks between Israel, Egypt and the United States have often dis- 
cussed the question of applying autonomy to the Gaza territories "first," 
if, as seems probable, it proves impossible on the West Bank. President al- 
Sadat is not hostile to that solution but he has stated that he wants an 
all-embracing agreement on the principles governing this autonomy before an 
experiment is tried in Gaza. What the mayor of Gaza now fears is that this 
"Gaza first" solution be replaced by a prelude, in that a general agreement 
on autonomy seems a long way from being achieved at present.

Military government headquarters in the territory has just 
categorically denied that there are any preparations tor a withdrawal or a 
redeployment of the army for the slightest change in the administration. 
Numbers of the prime minister's entourage in Jerusalem also deny that Israel 
is engaged in unilateral implementation of the autonomy plan; it has been 
stated that this idea has never been discussed in the cabinet. 


In addition it has been pointed out that Israelis and Egyptians have on 
several occasions envisaged applying the autonomy plan in the Gaza territory 
first but on conditions that an all-embracing agreement concerning the West 
Bank too has first been reached. A government source indicates that President 
al-Sadat referred to this possibility in a recent letter to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin. 


These explanations imply that an Israeli initiative in Gaza could not be one 
of the "gestures" which Cairo and Washington expect from the Jerusalem leaders 
to facilitate the resumption of negotiations and discussions during the next 
tripartite summit which is to take place in the United States at the end of 
the year. In addition these denials prove that the Israeli government is not 
prepared to follow adivce from former Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan who main- 
tains that Israel should take a unilateral decision and hence partially with- 
draw from the occupied territories without waiting for a general azreement on 
autonomy.

Hundreds of tourists have complained to the Egyptian authorities that pro- 
cessing at the Egyptian terminal is very difficult as compared with the 
convenience at the Israeli side. Up to 1,000 passengers can move in both 
directions per day. Most of the passengers are Israelis, tourists and 
inhabitants of the Gaza Strip and northern Sinai. 


The number of infiltrators from the Egyptian to the Israeli side has grown 
recently. The reason for the infiltration is to find employment in Israel. 
Since there is no fear that the infiltration has a hostile intent, the 
tendency is to allow every Egyptian citizen who is caught to return to his 
home within 8 hours of his capture. Nevertheless, several people suspected 
of being designated to head Gaza terrorist squads were caught not long ago.

RABIN RECOUNTS TALKS WITH AL<SADAT, IMPRESSIONS, CONCLUSIONS

|Excerpte|] Former Prime Minister Yitehaq Rabin returned from a meeting with 
President Anwar ai-Sadat this week convinced that the Egyptian leader still 
cleaves to the peace procese within che guidelines of the Camp David agree- 
ments, as he interprets them. 


Rabin prefaced his report of the visit by emphasizing that what he had to 
say to the JERUSALEM POST wae based on his impressions of the president's 
underlying intentions. "“Al-Sadat considers the peace process based on the 
Camp David agreements ae a revolutionary change, not only within the Arab- 
israeli context but within the broader seale of the Middle Fast's position 
in world atfairs,” Rabin said. Al-Sadat intends to forge ahead with the 
peace process in accordance with his concept of it; he wishes to end the 
Arab-leraeli conflict on the basis of what he has been saying repeatedly 
since his address to the Knesset in November 1977: Full peace and normali- 
vation in exchange for withdrawal to the 1967 lines and the establishment of 
an independent Palestinian entity in the West Bank, the Gaza Strip and East 
jerusalem, 


Rabin contends that al-Sadat is pursuing a three-stage policy: first, peace 
with lerael; second, the implementation of the autonomy scheme in keeping 
with hie interpretation of Camp David; and third, 4 permanent settlement. 


Although al-Sadat save officially that he would like the autonomy scheme to 
proceed according to the timetable set down at Camp David, Rabin believes 
he is in fact prepared to be flexible about this. The Egyptian leader had 
told him: “If we don't reach our target in Novembe~ 1980, then I'11 wait 
until November 196).” 


When ' asked whether al-Sadat was hinting at a likely change of government 

in Israel, Rabin replied: “He was not only making a hint on that level but 
also stating hie flexibility regarding the negotiating timetable. We is more 
concerned a) out the overall peace process than with the timetable details.” 
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but aleSadat feele it is essential to achieve a tripartite agreement between 
Laypt, lerael and the United States on the implementation of the autonomy 
acheme, which is the main iesue on the agenda, 


Rabin confirmed that al-Sadat expressed firm opposition to co-opting Jordan 
at this etage of the negotiations, We explicitly told his leraeli visitor 
that the inclusion of Amman would “blow it up.” 


| interjected by quoting Prof Shim'on Shamir, who said on Sunday, during a 
Labor Party meeting on the Jordanian option, “Il know what al-Sadat said 
againet Jordan to Rabin, but | heard otherwise." Rabin rejoined by noting 
that the conversation had been taped, and added: "One's anewers often 
depend on the kind of questions one asks," 


He stressed that although al-Sadat was very firm in seeking to exclude King 
Husayn from the talke at this juncture, he certainly contemplated Amman's 
participation, along with self-governing Palestinian representatives, in the 
final phase of the negotiations--ae laid down at Camp David. 


Al-Sadat has adopted a strong position on the Jerusalem question, far beyond 
the terme of reference of the Camp David accords, even as the Americans 
interpret them. "Only recently I was given some insight into the American 
position by U.S. special envoy Sol Linowite--the United States regards 
Jerusalem at thie stage of the autonomy talke through one priem: the award- 
ing to East Jerusalem residents of voting rights for the autonomouc council. 
However, it was my impression that al-Sadat wants to go much further than that 
target, which will undoubtedly make the negotiations that much more diffi- 
cult,” the former premier held. 


During their exchange of views, Rabin proposed two alternative approaches to 
the “Gaga first" suggestion. Firet, that the implementation of the autonomy 
scheme in Gaza should follow an agreement in principle that the autonomy 
scheme would be applied to the entire West Bank, East Jerusalem and the Strip. 
The second approach involved "Gaza first" being regarded as a “subphrase”™ 
before the autonomy scheme is worked out in its entirety. 


Rabin spoke of "Gaza first" as a kind of pilot plan that should be set going 
irrespective of developments in the rest of the territories. 


"From his reaction,” said Rabin, “I gathered that al-Sadat disliked the 
second alternative, which to my mind offered the most practical formula. 
He insisted on an overall agreement on the autonomy scheme for the entire 
area, with Jerusalem at the top of the list, and Gaza rather way down.” 


it was Rabin's considered opinion, in appraising al-Sadat's response, that 
the Egyptian president was placing difficulties in the path of the peace 
process by emphasizing Jerusalem and opposing the "Gaza first" approach, 
which, ironically, was originally put forward by al-Sadat himself. 


Rabin had not pressed the question whether Egypt regarded Gaza as an integral 
part of its territory, for he had perceived that by putting Jerusalem ahead 
of Gaza, al-Sadat was proffering an insight into his approach to the 








Valestinian iesue=-Meaning the autonomy schetie ae vullined at Camp david, 
However, the only conclusion Rabin could draw wae that al-Sadat did not 
regard Gata as a special interest of Egypt (aa claimed by Prof Shamir, for 
example) but rather as an integral part of the Palestinian lesue: “Other 
wise he would have agreed to the pilot=-plan proposal,” Rabin observed 


There were strong religious overtones in al-Sadat's references to Jetusalem, 
Rabin quoted him as saying: "If Jerusalem ie holy to 1} million Jews, it is 
just as sacred to 80 million Moslems, not forgetting many millions of Chris 
tiane, and thus 4 compromise must be found,” 


in reply, said Rabin, “Il asked him why Jerusalem's holiness to Muslema and 
Christians had to have 4 political solution and not 4 religious one, | 
proposed the separation of the religious from the political aspect. | told 
him, ‘let us distinguish between Jerusalem the living city and Jerusalem the 
holy city of the three great religions.’ At firat he did not quite grasp my 
meaning, but soon enough he responded by emphasizing hie preference for a 
political solution to the religious problem,” 


Discussing the concrete application of the conclusions he had drawn from the 
ai-Sadat visit, Rabin said he wanted the Labor Party “to see the facts as 
they are.” His party should stick tu both the Palestinian and the Jordian 
options for the autonomy scheme's transition period of five yeare. He felt 
that labor should go much further than the Likud was willing to in offering 
full autonomy to the Palestinians, except in security zones, which he 
envisaged as enlarged versione of the Camp David concept of security locations. 
in this category he would include the Jordan rift, greater Jerusalem and the 
southern end of the Gaga Strip. The rest of the West Bank and Caza, in other 
words the bulk of the territory and populated areas, should onjoy home rule, 
but with three conditions: acceptable internal security arrangemeots are 
made; Jewish settlements stay put; and there is mutus! agreement over customs, 
the free flow of traffic and utilization of water resources. 


According to Rabin's plan, Palestinians would have greater self-rule; but, 
he said, “without any prejudice to one's position on a permanent solution" 
as phrased at Camp David with an eye to five years ahead. 


The above refers to what he called the Palestinian option, and Mabin would 
already now have the Labor Party take the initiative by talking over matters 
with the moderate leaders in the territories. 


As for the Jordanian option ("1 am quite unsure whether the Labor Party has 
adopted a formal resolution on this isave"), he envisaged an lereel-Jordan 
trusteeship over the West Bank and Gaza for five years (specifically exclud- 
ing East Jerusalem). He felt that there could be e1 amicable division of 
responsibility under such a trusteeship. Jordan would be adminietratively 
responsible for the Palestinian inhabitants and be committed to help them 
develop self-rule. The Israel defense forces would be suitably deployed so 
as to protect Israeli security interests from the river westwards. There 
would be joint Israel-Jordan responsibility for internal security he eaid, 
adding, "I chink we can depend on the Jordanians to deal with any terror 
threat.” 
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This plan could work if lerael reiterated that UN Resolution 242 was the 
basis for 4 permanent solution, In relation to this, Rabin pointed out that 
the appropriate phrase in 242 referred to “withdrawal from territories” but 
did not say “from all” and not “from the.” We conceded that there were dif- 
ferent interpretations of the resolution, but lerael can stipulate that there 
will be “a significant withdrawal.” At any rate, the withdrawal issue has to 
be settied only at the end of the five years mentioned at Camp David, he 
noted, 


Unlike the Likud leadership, whieh resolved that “no foreign rule or sover- 
eighty be permitted to the weet of the river,” Rabin would offer a much 
broader framework for negotiations, “!l am not demanding of Jordan or the 
Palestinian leadership that they agree at thie point to territorial compro- 
mise. Because | am aware that any such demand would blow the whole process 
eky high; eo | leave it open until the end.” The fundamental difference 
between the Likud and Labor, he etressed, was that the former said there 
could never be any withdrawal, while the latter said there could. 


Here he added 4 caustic note: “I am not one of those who claim that if we 
pet back to power the entire world will applaud, and that Jordan and the 
Palestinians will immediately join the negotiations. But if we offer the 
Palestinian and the Jordanian options, as I envisage them, as alternative 
policies to the Likud, I believe we can reconstruct the national consensus 
around our right to security. 1 aleo believe that they offer a basis for 
limiting the deepening division between lerael and the diasora communities.” 


As someone acquainted with the American scene from hie years at the Washing- 
ton Embassy, Rabin was convinced that his proposals would have a positive 
effect on American public opinion because of their emphasis on the Jordan 
River as lerael's security border, on Jerusalem remaining united, and on 
access for Jordan to the Mediterranean through Gaza. Moreover, there is no 
aspiration to rule more than one million Palestinians or hold on to most of 
the territories. 


Support throughout the U.S. would find its political expression in Congress, 
said Rabin, “and it is doubtful whether any president would act against any 
policy that enjoys broad support across the nation and in congress. Thus | 
believe that armed with such an approach Israel could win official American 
support,” he maintained.

|Excerpte|) If a new center party is formed on the eve of the next elections 
headed by ‘Ezer Weieman, Moshe Daya: and Shmu'el Tamir, it may receive 16 
percent of the Jewish vote, namely, 18 to 19 Knesset seats. Fight to nine 
of these seate will be at the Likud's expense and four to five seats at the 
alignment's expense. However, even if such a party led by the above-men- 
tioned men is established, it will not be able to undermine the predicted 
victory of the alignment in the elections to the 10th Knesset. The align- 
ment is supposed to receive 40.1 percent of the total Jewish vote (46 to 

46 seate) and the Likud will receive 17.1 percent (19 to 20 seats). 


These are the conclusions of a comprehensive survey conducted by the heads 

of the Israeli Institute for Research on Contemporary Society, Prof Eliyahu 
Zamzob and Ben-or Gurpal. The survey included over 500 people representing 
various levels of the Jewish population in Israel. 


The people polled were given two alternatives to the question “who will you 
vote for in the next elections”: A) Should the current partisan structure 
remain unchanged and B) Should a party formed by Weizman, Dayan and Tamir 
be established. 


The pollsters concluded that the Likud would suffer a considerable loss of 
atrength. However, they did not confirm earlier polls, which predicted a 
majority to the alignment. Nevertheless, in spite of the general trend to 
return to the alignment, there is a large section of voters that, in spite 
of their disappointment with the DMC, still believes in a new political 
party adorned with glittering names like those of heizman, Dayan and Tamir. 
Such a party could muster about 20 seats in the next election. 


Another conclusion is that the strength of the Revival Party is superior to 
what had been assessed thus far, and it can gain 5 seats in the next elec- 
tions. it should be assumed that the majority of those voting for the 
hevival Party will be people disappointed with the Likud, who regard the 
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Revival Party ae the legal succeasor of the Herut movement in lerael's 
political right wing. The polleters predict that the Hadash movement 
(formerly Rakah) will gain about 45 percent of the Arab vote, which consti- 
tutes about 7 percent of the total leraeli vote. The few votes it will 
receive from the Jewish sector together with the Arab votes will give 
Hiadash / to 8 seats in the next Knesset. The remaining 55 percent of the 
Arab vote=-which constitutes 9.5 percent of the general vote~-will appar-

Of those polled, 30 percent said that refraining from setting up new settle- 
ments in Judaea, Samaria and the Gaza Strip is a step that Israel must take 
to lead to the resumption of the autonomy negotiations. 


Additional means for achieving the resumption of the negotiations as viewed 
by the public are: refraining from transferring the prime minister's 
office to East Jerusalem (25 percent), putting off deliberations on the 
future of Jerusalem to a later date (23 percent), agreement to an autonomy 
summit among Israel, Egypt and the United States (23 percent) and consent 
to include deliberations over Jccusalem's future status in the autonomy 
negotiations (10 percent). 


Of those questioned, 19 percent said they do not know what measures Israel 
should adopt to achieve a resumption of the autonomy negotiations. 


The poll encompassed a representative sample of 1,200 men and women per- 
sonally interviewed in their homes throughout the country.

[Text) The Israeli political system tends to emphasize ideologies and 
ministerial teams because it presente parties to the election for the 

Knesset and not individual representatives. When an individual leader 

rose and gained prominence without the backing of a strong partisan mechanism 
or an ideology with a wide public acceptance, his success was short-lived, 
albeit attainable. 


The first big test of this basic premise was David Ben-Gurion's attempt to 
establish Rafi in 1965. This list attracted only 7.9 percent of the votes 
and ultimately ~eturned to the Labor Party. The greatest success scored by 

a list led by an individual was Yiga'el Yadin's “Democratic Party for Change" 
(DMC), which recieved 11.6 percent of the votes in the last elections. This 
party has lost almost all of its public support. Polls have shown that the 
Israeli public is currently reserved about small new parties. 


Therefore, in this type of election, the focus is on the party and not the 
individual leader. But this is true not only for Israel. In the last elec- 
tion in Britain, polls showed that the "conservative" candidates enjoyed an 
absolute advantage of 5 percent in the constituencies and could gain a 
paliamentary majority. But asked whom they would prefer as prime minister, 
60 percent of the voters replied that they would chose "labor's" Callaghan 
over "conservative" Margaret Thatcher. As is well known, the conservatives 
scored a great victory and Margaret Thatcher became prime minister. The 
results of the polls on the question of who is preferable as prime minister 
were interesting but not to the point; sometimes they were even misleading. 
Such errors should be avoided in Israel. 


However, this does not mean that the personalities are not important, espe- 


cially when they are party leaders commanding the political arena. Often 
they wield great weight on the voter's ultimate choice. 
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Menahem Begin no doubt controle the cabinet, All the more so since Moshe 
Dayan and ‘Ezer Weizman resigned, His public standing has a crucial signifi- 
cance and consequently would have a certain bearing on the voting, were 
elections held today. 


In each of the four polls I conducted, the public was asked whether Menahem 
Begin fulfilled the prime minister's duties well or not. The percentage of 
people who thought that he was functioning well or very well is shown in the 
following table and is set against the percentage of people who said they 
would vote for one of the parties constituting the government coalition on 
the same date:

The findings indicate, first of all, that the decline in the number of people 
who would have voted for the Likud or the coalition parties in general between 
May 1979 and February-March 1980 was accompanied by an even steeper slump in 
the number of people who thought that Prime Minister Begin was handling his 
job well. However, in all the cases the number of those who maintained that 
Begin was functioning well substantially exceeded the willingness to vote 

for a coalition party. This means that many voters prefer either parties 

that are not in the cabinet or opposition parties and that those voters who 
have not yet made up their minds believe that Menahem Begin functions well 

as prime minister. 


The current poll shows that, compared to February-March 1980, Begin's popu- 
larity has remained intact, or even somewhat increased, whereas the support 
for the Likud has continued to decrease. This cannot be completely explained 
by the statistical results of the survey, but other data sheds some light 

on the subject. 


The primary explanation for the latest grading of the prime minister in his 
post most likely results from his positions on a territorial compromise in 
East Jerusalem and some parts of the occupied territories--positions that 
have become more inflexible--as well as the increasing support for the 
Sharon-Gush Emunim position regarding the settlements in the territories. 
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This trend can perhaps be partially explained as conatitucing a sharp Israeli 
public reaction to the UN resolutions and to other positions held by countries 
considered {riendly to Israel, Some of the political advantages of this 
intransigency were probably attached to the prime minister's personal stand, 


At the same time, these developments also have a negative aspect. As we saw 
in the previous article, the percentage of people who thought that the cabinet 
is successful--eilther completely or partially--in its foreign policy went 

down by 1l percent in 6 months so that only 20 percent of the public believe 
that the government is successful in this area, Begin's vulnerability in 

this sphere is also illuminated by the replies given to the following ques- 
tion, presented in the last poll: "From among the following political 

leaders who have expressed their views on foreign policy, with whom would 

you personally identify?"

According to the above table, only 16 percent identified with the prime 
minister's pronounced position, and he is considered the government's sole 
spokesman, Foreign Minister Yitzhaq Shamir was not included in the list 
because he is relatively new in his post and very few of the people polled 
chose to insert his name instead of those who appeared on the list. 


The greatest support was given to Moshe Dayan--18 percent, and former 
Defense Minister 'Ezer Weizman also attracted many people's support. Together, 
the two ex-ministers received almost one-third of all the votes. 


A similar degree of support was given to the opposition spokesmen, the most 
popular of whom, with 15 percent of the votes, is former Foreign Minister 

Abba Eban, followed by Yitzhaq Rabin with 13 percent. Of all the opposition's 
spokesmen, Shim'on Peres received the least support (5 percent). 


Among the chief spokesmen on foreign affairs there are at least five persons 
who attract votes, but there is no outstanding personality among them. Yet 
the person who should be most concerned is Prime Minister Menahem Begin. 
This emerges even more clearly from the replies to the question intended to 
discover how the Israeli Jewish populace regards its prime minister in a 
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historical perspective. The question was: "Of the following prime ministers, 
who, in your opinion, was the best; who was second best?"

» Levi Eshkol 

. Golda Me'ir 

. Yitzhaq Rabin 

» Menahem Begin 

. Others, no opinion, 


At the obvious top was David Ben-Gurion: 60 percent thought he was the best 
and an additional 11 percent thought he «is second best. A strong second 
position is taken by Golda Me'ir: 14 er ent thought she was the best and 
29 percent chose her as next to the best. The other prime ministers were 
much less favored. In third place is « i Eshkol with 6 percent in first 
place and 16 in the second. After hit mes Yitzhaq Rabin with 21 percent: 
6 percent favoring him in first place aad 15 percent placing him second and 
finally Menahem Begin with 5 percent placing him at the top and 1 percent 
placing him second [percentage as published]. (Moshe Sharet, who served as 
prime minister for a relatively short period 20 years ago, was not included 
in the list.) 


One should note that Menahem Begin is still an acting prime minister and 
that history's judgement is a matter of time and perspective. Both David 
Ben-Gurion and Golda Me'ir knew times of sharp public criticism. At the 
same time it is interesting to observe the current public perspective, even 
though perspectives are liable to change. 


It appears as if the prime minister's status has stabilized in the last 6 
months on a higher level than the support for his party or the coalition 
parties together. This shows him to be a powerful political force in the 
cabinet and a person with a great potential. However, is the rate of 40 
percent support encouraging to the prime minister of Israel? Before the 
Yom-Kippur war, Golda Me'ir received the support of 93 percent of the 
Israeli public for good performance at her job. Yitzhaq Rabin enjoyed only 
45 percent support in the period of his personal problems on the eve of the 
1977 elections. 


Menahem Begin undoubtedly faces a great challenge.

[Excerpts] "Clearly and continually Jordan is adopting a new line in 
handling the territories. Not only were offices for issuing passports 
opened throughout the West Bank and in East Jerusalem, but the Jordanians 
have recently increased their involvement in the developments in the terri- 
tories. In recent weeks a symposium on labor was held in Amman to which 
residents of the territories were personally invited by Crown Prince Hasan. 
Another symposium is to take place on economic planning, with the participa- 
tion of persons from the territories, and now there is the establishing of 

a special ministry for the affairs of "the occupied homelands." "In my 
opinion, the Jordanians decided to take matters into their own hands." 

This is the statement of a leading member of the National Guidance Committee, 
the central organization of PLO supporters in the territories, whose rela- 
tions with Jordan so far have been ones of mutual hostility. 


That person's statement may be somewhat exaggerated but his feeling is well 
founded. Reports published by a Kuwaiti newspaper and by Monte Carlo Radio 
(which is at present the most reliable foreign radio station of the 
Palestinians and has replaced the BBC) said that Abu Jihad, who is now No 2 
man in the hierarchy of the Fatah Organization after Yasir ‘Arafat went to 
Amman with a delegation of his organization not only to participate in the 
talks of the joint PLO-Jordanian committee but, mainly, to protest the 
establishment of the new ministry for "the occupied homeland" affairs to 

be headed by Hasan Ibrahim , whose brother is the mayor of Ya'bad in the 
West Bank. 


The joint committee for handling the affairs of the territories was founded 

as a result of a decision at the Baghdad Conference in late 1978, thus con- 
stituting a climax in Jordan-PLO cooperation. The rejectionist organizations 
in the PLO could not consent to that. Since the beginning of the conciliatory 
campaign between Yasir ‘Arafat and King Husayn the PLO rejectionist organi- 
zations have been attacking both parties and chey have been expressing 
vociferous opposition to a move that seemed surprising a few years ago. 
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it te hard to guess where the present tension between Jordan and the PLO 
about the establishment of the new ministry lead, This decision is justified 
by the Jordanian authorities by technical reasons (concentration of efforte, 
etcetera), It indicates, nevertheless, their increased involvement in the 
territeries, That member of the National Guidance Committee with whom | 

sed believes that at thie stage no rift between the two parties is 
expected, and that Jordan will take care to improve relations with the PLO 
because now the two parties do not deem it worthwh'le to reach a total rift, 
te thinks that Jordan does not wish at present to break from the Arab con- 
eoneus and this may happen rapidly if a rift with the PLO is created, The 
’LO==Patah to be more exact--does fot want to remove iteelf from ite new 
base in Jordan for that would mean that it would no longer be able to keep 
ite hand on the pulee in the territories, 


What about the activity of the National Guidance Committee in the territories? 
An impression is created that the etrict restrictions imposed by the mili- 
tary government: the ban on the mayors making statements to the press, 
limitations on the movements of the leading membere of the National Guidance 
Committee, including three newspaper editors. the deportation of the mayors 
of Hebron and Halhul, and most recently, the arrest of Qalqilyah Mayor Amin 
An-Nasir (who is 4 member of the National Guidance Committee) because of 
publication of a pamphlet without the permission of the censorship and the 
military government, and the wounding of Ramallah Mayor Karim Khalaf and 
Nabulus Mayor Bassam Ash-Shak'ah have considerably lowered the profile of 
the Guidance Committee and its activity was reduced to almost naught. 


The member of the National Guidance Committee with whom I have talked thinks 
that this ie a mere “temporary calm.” He hinted that protest demonstrations 
are planned against a number of the military government imposed limitations, 
particularly the restrictions recently imposed on higher education. The 
military government, in ite oppressive measures adopted so often, heightens 
our protests, the man says; they are not soley on our own initiative. You 
will hear from us and if lerael decides to deport us we may well remember 
that since the beginning of the occupation in June 1967 1,600 people have 
been deported from the territories. The protest activity against the occupa- 
tion and the occupants is always continuing. If we are deported others will 
replace us, the man said.

WEST BANK GNP STATISTICS LSSUED

[Report by economic correspondent: "Grose National Product in Judaea and 
Samaria Rose by 7 Percent in 1978/79") 


[Text] The Gross National Product [GNP] in permanent prices in Judaea and 
Samaria rose during 1978 and 1979 by 7 percent a year, ae it did during the 
years 1977 and 1978, In Gaga and No. thern Sinai the GNP, at constant prices, 
in 1978 and 1979 rose by 8 to 9 percent a year in comparison with an annual 
rise of 5 to 6 percent in 1977 and 1978, 


These details were reported by the spokesman of the Central Bureau of 
Statistica based on figures for Judaea, Samaria, Gaza and Northern Sinai, 
It will be noted that the annual changes in the GNP are affected by varita- 
tions in the olive harvest and by problems in measuring foreign trade with 
Israel. The biannual averages are, therefore, more sianificant than the 
data for a single year. 


The GNP in Judaea and Samaria is figured from the local output from the 
various branches of the economy (75 percent) and net income from work in 
Israel and other countries (25 percent). In 1977 and 1978 the product 
resulting from income from work outside Judaea and Samaria, in constant 
prices, rose by 10 percent a year. 


During thie period the number of work days in Lerael of people from Judaea 
and Samaria rose by 7 percent a year: there was a relatively steep rise in 
the number of people going to work in Arab countries and their income 
reached 30 percent of the total income of workers employed outside Judaea 
and Samaria. 


The local product of the various branches of the e:onomy in 1978 and 1979 
rose by 6 percent a year, similar to the rise for 1°77 and 1978. The esti- 
mates for the single years (not a biannual average) indicate a drop of 4 

to 5 percent in 1979 compared with a rise of 18 percont in 1978 and a drop 
of 3 percent in 1977. This development was affected by the fluctuations in 
the agriculture branch, particularly in the olive yield, 
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In the other local branches of the economy in 1978 and 1979, a rise of 9 
to 10 percent a year should be noted in the product of the construction 
branch compared with a riee of 7 percent a year in 1977 and 1978, The 
product of the industrial branch rose by 6 to 7 percent compared with a 
rise of 2 percent a year for 1977 and 1978, 


The Central Bureau of Statistica says that private consumption, at fixed 
prices, in Judaea and Samaria rose during 1978 and 1979 by 6 percent a year 
(4 to 5 percent per capita) compared with a rise of 2 percent in 1977 and

VOLAN OLL PIPELINE PARALYZED

[Report by Mikha'el (Gerti): "The Pipeline in the Golan Heights is Still 
Paralyzed" |] 


(Text) Despite the increasing difficulties encountered in transporting the 
o1l exported from Saudi Arabla--as the fighting between Iraq and Iran 
increases--the oil pipeline stretching from Saudi Arabia to Sidon Port in 
Lebanon remains virtually paralyzed. No steps have been taken to renew 

the flow of oil through it. 


The oil pipeline leaves the Ra's Tannurah Terminal in Saudi Arabia and 
crosses the Arabian Peninsula, Jordan, Syria and Lebanon. A 50 km section 
of this pipeline (called the (Tapline) Pipe) passes through the Golan 
Heights and is within the territory held by Israel since the 6-day war, 
The pipeline was in use and had transported oil until the beginning of the 
Lebanese civil war. Since 1975 the quantities of oil transported by the 
pipeline began to decrease until it was virtually shut down, 


The main reason for the disuse of the pipeline is that ove oi its ends is 

in an area under the control of the Palestinian terrorist organizations, 
near Sidon in southern Lebanon. Because of its location, oil tankers have 
been prevented from reaching the port where there have been many incidents-- 
something that has caused an unwillingness on the part of shipowners to 
jeopardize themselves, a rise in the rate of naval insurance and demands for 
higher salaries by sailors--similar to the current situation in the Persian 
Gulf. 


The oil pipeline that passes through the Golan Heights has an appreciable 
flow capability: about 0.5 million barrels a day out of Saudi Arabia's 
total output--which is 9.5 million barrels a day and is marketed via the 
tanker route through the Straits of Hormuz.

(168.8 points, taking December 1979 as 100), the devaluation of the shekel 
was 48 percent (148 points compared with the same base). This lag caused 
the Bank of Israel to accelerate the devaluation of the shekel from the 
beginning of this month. The rate of devaluation is now 6-7 percent below 
the rate of inflation. The Bank of Israel's declared policy on devaluation 
is to keep it equal to the difference between the domestic rate of inflation 
and the rate prevailing abroad. The shekel is devalued to keep pace with 
domestic inflation, deducting the inflation “imported” from abroad. [Text]

SOLDIERS MUST SERVE IN TERRITORIES--The High Court of Justice this morning 
rejected the appeal submitted by soldier Gadi Elgazi who has refused to 

serve in the territories. The court ruled that the IDF was authorized to 
compel any soldier to serve beyond the green line in accord with the army's 
needs. Our correspondent Moshe Negbi notes that the decision was adopted 
unanimously by Justices Hayim Kohen, Moshe Baisky and Shlomo Levin. In 

his ruling, Justice Kohen stated that in view of the numerous cases of 
soldiers refusing to serve in the territories due conscience, the IDF was 
permitted to set a comprehensive policy that would deal with such requests. 
In the past the army had taken such appeals by soldiers on a case by case 
basis. Justice Kohen expressed his skepticism about the benefit to the IDF 
of imposing its will on soldiers. On the other hand, he recommended that 

the appeallant and his colleagues desist in their action and not insist on 
sitting in a military prison because the presence of peace-minded soldiers in 
the territories helps promote peace in the area.

[Excerpt] Jidda AL-SHARQ AL=AWSAT Bureau--Dr ‘Abd al-Hadi Tahir, governor 
of the Saudi General Organization for Petroleum and Minerals (PETROMIN), 
has emphasized that the Saudi Arabian Government acquired full ownership 
of Aramco shares as of 10 March 1980. 


The PETROMIN governor added in an exclusive statement to AL-SHARQ AL-AWSAT 
that this acquisition does not mean the imminent establishment of the 
national petroleum company, since there is no hurry about completing the 
necessary arrangements. 


He explained that many things ought to be resolved before embarking on 
the establishment of this company, particularly how to manage it. 


Dr Tahir pointed out that immediate commitments will not be affected if 
production is reduced to 8.3 million barrels a day. He said: The 
additional quantities produced are not part of the original basic quota 
sold through companies. Discou.ting these quantities therefore has nothing 
to do with the subject, because they are not included in the basic quota 

in any case, 


The PETROMIN governor said that present production is 1 million barrels 

a day higher than the fixed maximum. He added that the Saudi Arabian 
kingdom's production capability has now reached 11 million barrels daily. 
He added that this fi,ure could be increased to 12 million barrels daily

ADEQUATE CORN CROP, SHORTAGES .N DARFUR DISCUSSED 
Khartoum AL~SAHAFAH in Arabic 1 Jul 80 p 1 


[Text] Dr Umar al-Amin, minister of agriculture, nutrition and natural 
resources confirmed that during the last harvest, the nation's production 
of corn totaled 1.8 million tons, thus maintaining the national average 
for seasonal production. The sum of the crop and the general reserve 
exceeds national consumption by 600,000 tons. The combined supply of 
corn in both the public and private cectors will enable the state to 
withstand any slack in production in any particular region of the nation, 
should it occur. 


Dr al-Amin reviewed the efforts of central state agencies to cope with 
shortages of corn in western and southern regions of the Sudan. These 
efforts began with the maintenance of a general reserve. Executive 
Popular Councils are allowed to obtain corn at official prices without 
[advance] payment commitments. State agencies even contribute to the 
transportation cost of the corn to needy areas. The ministry of transport 
is committed to transporting the corn via the railroad, even if passenger 
trains have to be cancelled to do so. 


This information was given in a statement delivered yesterday in the 

People's Assembly by the minister of agriculture, Dr al-Amin, in response 
to an urgent question submitted by 64 members o' the western governorates 
regarding a potential corn shortage, high prices and a resultant specter 


of starvation. Dr al-Amin asked the local agencies in the governorates 

to obtain their needs of corn without delay i rder to make this basic 
nutr’tional staple available to the citizens in western and southern Sudan. 
He also called on all agencies and organizations to urge the citizens in 
western Sudan and throughout the ration to plant corn, whose season has 
started, to secure their needs and preciud rises in future years. 

in a Statistical review of the ~ttuation, the minis ‘of agriculture 

said: "The nation's average p-oduction of corn last season dropped from 

2 to 1.8 miiifon tons. This is due to the decrease in the areas planted 


with corn in the irrigated sector as weil as in the traditional sector. 
This decrease amounted to 1 million acres. The average production in the 


as 














western governorates dropped from 400,000 tons annually to 260,000 tons 

in the last season. The traditional planted area decreased by 200,000 
acres, while the level of production in the mechanized sector in south 
Kurdufan was maintained. In spite of all this, the corn crop along with 
the national reserve exceeds annual consumption by more than 600,000 tons." 


Dr al-Amin referred to the fact that only limited quantities of corn had 
been exported and that this would not affect the abundant supply available 
for domestic consumption. He added that the corn reserve at the Agricul- 
tural Bank has reached 434,000 sacks. The state maintains this reserve 
every year in order to direct it to areas of need and to sell it on the 
market to stabilize the price of corn. 


Dr al-Amin stated that the first reports indicating the seriousness of 

the corn situation in the western provinces were received from the 
governors of North Darfur and South Darfur in mid-May 1980. Following that, 
an emergency meeting chaired by the minister of finance and economy was 
held. It was decided that 50,000 sacks of corn from the Agricultural 

Bank warehouse would be allocated to South Darfur under guarantee of the 
finance ministry. The price was set at 7.8 pounds per sack. The corn will 
be transported by railroad to Niala, the ministry of finance will absorb 

50 percent of the transportation cost. All preliminary steps for this 
transaction were completed, but representatives of the South Darfur 
governorate have so far not beer able to sign the contract and take 
delivery of the corn. 


Dr al-Amin indicated that he had learned only yesterday [30 June] that the 
representatives of South Darfur had requested a special type of corn which 
they wished to buy directly from the private sector. Therefore, they were 
requesting the ministry of finance to give them the money to make this 
purchase. Naturally, the minister of finance did not approve this request. 
Dr al-Amin mentioned that the ministry of finance had approved an allocation 
to North Darfur last May, and had paid for it. But until now, the trans- 
actions have not been completed for similar reasons as above. 


Dr al-Amin gave figures representing quantities of corn which were 
transported via railroad to Niala. These quantities were: 20,000 sacks 
from Khartoum through the private sector in February-March 1980; 26,000 
sacks from Dabibat to South Darfur in March-April 1980; and 10,000 sacks 
to South Darfur in April-May 1980. 


A total cf 8,400 sacks of corn have been shipped for Niala by the private 
sector, but they have been held up between Kusta and al-Rashif railroad 
stations, because the governor of South Darfur wanted to give priority 

to other supplies. 


Dr al-Amin emphasized the readiness of the railroad authorities to 
transport the corn needed by the people of South Darfur, once the priorities 
requested by the governor are completed. 
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Dr al-Amin emphasized that the authorities had not received information 

about a corn supply crisis in the western governorates, He stated that 

the ministry is ready to solve any problems which might impede the 
availability of corn to the citizens everywhere. Dr al-Amin said appropriate 
measures have been adopted in thie regard from May to July 1980. Thus, 

the minister of finance issued a decree stopping the sale of corn by te 
Agricultural Bank until 20 July 1980, and the minister of transport issued 

a decree to transport corn to the western governorates by railroad, cancelling 
passenger trains if necessary. Also, 60,000 sacks of corn were allocated 

to the southern region to be transported from Kusti at the expense of tiie 
finance ministry. 


In conclusion, Dr al-Amin said that the ministry of agriculture has begun 
preparations to carry out a special pest-control program in the western 
provinces in the next six months. The program has been referred to the 
council of ministers for approval.

Abdela concluded by emphasizing that his visit to Tunisia is made within 
the framework of periodic contacts and harmony between the leaders of the 
two countries to achieve these objectives.
